Applicant's election filed 21 My 2005 is acknowledged. However, the response is treated as being an incomplete response. 
Applicant did not elect a species as required in the Restriction at page 3, second paragraph. For the record, it was, and is, quite clear 
that the claims require the administration of the combination of all four genus sequences. However, as noted previously, the Office 
considers each to be a patentably distinct invention which in turn encompasses innumerable species.
